THE APPORTIONMENT HILL. 


W a sh in g t o n, Feb. 2 1 .—The apportion­ 
ment bill will no longer trouble our Na­ 
tional law-makers, for the Senate to-day 
passed the bill agreed upon by the House 
with scarcely anything that could lie 
dignified by the name of debate. It had 
been agreed that the bill to retire Gener­ 
al Grant would be first discussed, but 
Senator Logan was prevailed upon to 
allow it to lie over until next Thursday, 
after the morning hour, when it will be in 
order. 
This decision disappointed the specta­ 
tors, who had thronged the galleries with 
tile expectation that yesterday's debate 
on the subject would be renewed, bur as 
a panacea they were treated to another 
dissertation on the arrears of pension act, 
The resolution, introduced several week s 
ago by Mr. I ngalls, of Kansas setting, 
forth that the arrears of pension act ought 
not to be repealed, after tormenting 
gentlemen of both political parties, re­ 
ceived its quietus by the adoption of a 
motion to lay the subject on the table, 
the vote beiug 2(1 y eas to 33 nays. 
The unusual number of spectators in 
the galleries to-day was due to the fact 
that the New England oxen mon isis* Ii ave 
uot left the city yet, and Messrs. Hale 
ami Hoar did their best to show off be­ 
fore the visitors. 
In tho executive session, which was 
precipitated by Mr. Voorhees, the nomin­ 
ation of P. 15. S. Piuclibaek to lie Survey­ 
or of Customs at New' Orleans, although 
only sent in by the President to-day, was 
taken up aud confirmed after a few min­ 
utes discussion. 
Moral mrs of tile Senate committee on 
finance are authority' for the statement 
that no opposition to the confirmation of 
the nomination of John C. New to the 
tssistant secretary' of tile treasury’ was 
manifested in the committee meeting 
this morning, at which it was decided to 
rejHirt the nomination to tile Senate with

Washin o t o n, D. C., February 21.— 
The trial of Sergeant Mason, who shot at 
Guiteau, is being conducted at Washing­ 
ton barracks, with all the pomp of a mili­ 
tary court. There are certainly outward 
indications that Mason is insane. This 
afternoon, when the court-martial was 
in secret session, Mason mounted his fa­ 
vorite position on a dry’ goods box, aud 
the sentry kept a wary eye on him. 
Mason, with his hands in Ins pock­ 
ets, talked quite volubly to the report­ 
ers: 
“You got iii a little too much about the 
rats,” he said. “I am not death on rats. I 
am death on Guiteau. I have more respect 
for an orderly rat thau for Guiteau. An 
officer came to my cell last night aud said 
rats could uot climb up an iron door. He 
wilted when I said they could, 
have stopped me from giving tint 
graphs and photographs, too. 
way they do in tile army, 
try there to stop it.” 
Mason went on with his complaint at 
some length, saying that he would rather 
spend IGO months iii jail that IGO days in 
his cell. 
“ To add to my troubles,” lie said, “they 
are going to whitewash my cell. 
They 
have got all my things upside d o w n . 
Some half-drunken soldier will go there 
aud spatter whitewash over everything.” 
Mason said that lie did not shoot be­ 
cause he did not like military rules, 
but that he “hated Guiteau’s damned 
mug.” 
_ 
A reporter having taken out a piece or 
paper, the sentry walked up and said: 
“No sketching here!” 
He was informed that no sketching 
was being done. “If you do it, said the 
seutry, “you will get me into trouble.” 
The Judge Advocate having appeared 
at

to 
summon 
General 
Ayres as a witness, Mason stepped 
down from his box and said to Mr. Bige­ 
low, handing him a list of questions writ­ 
ten on palier. 
“Guiteau had everything to say in his 
trial. 
I want something to say here. I 
want you to ask him these questions, and 
don’t let any officer in shoulder-straps 
browl»eat you.” 
While Mr. Bigelow was endeavoring to 
I>ersuiule M.ison that he would only in­ 
jure his own t^ase by such a course, the 
Judge Advocate appeared at the door and 
announced that the court was again 
opened. 


Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 21.—A murder 
i occurred at Waverly, twelve miles cast 
of here, hist night. 
Two young men 
R. IL Riven and James Cook, disputed 
about the spelling of a word. Raven ap­ 
plied to Cook an opprobrious epithet, 
when Cook struck him with his fist. 
Raven then drew his pistol aud shot 
Cook through the body, 
lie dual in 
few minutes. .The sheriff weut from 
here and arrested the murderer, aud

him. They’ threw a rope over his head, 
but Deputy Sheriff Mellick aud the pris­ 
oner struggled desperately’, aud succeed­ 
ed iii getting out of tho door.

Walpole the Briber. 
In the British Museum is an old guinea, 
j»lid on the card to w hich it is glued the 
f.'Honing old memoranda: “This guinea 
I desire may be K«• j>t as ah heirloom. 
It 
was won c l Sir Robert Walpole of the 
House of Commons; lie asserting tho 
verse iii Horace to be *nutli patience re 
cut inc,' whereas I laid the wager of a 
guinea that it was ‘nulla pallescere cul­ 
pa.' He sent for ti ie I look, and, boing con­ 
duced that he had lost, gave me this 
guinea. 
I told him I could take the 
money without any blush on my side, 
but believed it was the only money he 
ever gave in the House where the giver 
and the receiver ought not equally to 
blush. This guinea, I hope, will prove 
to my posterity the use of knowing 
Latin, and encourage them in their learn­ 
ing.” 
This notice is signed “Poulteney.” 
The story it refers to is oue of the most 
limousin English history. 
William Pulteney, afterward Earl of 
Bull, was remarkable aliko for his ora­ 
te leal talents and his long and consist­ 
ent opposition to the measures of Sir 
Robert Walpole, the great Whig Minis­ 
ter. On the lith of February, 1741, 
Walpole received an intimation in the 
House of Commons that it was tile inten­ 
tion of tile Opposition to impeach him. 
To this menace he replied with his usual 
composure and self-complacence, merely 
requesting a fair and candid hearing, and 
winding up his speech w ith the quota­ 
tion : 
“ Nil consire bibi. nulii pallescero culpa?.” 
Pulteney immediately rose and nb-

Tho Minister 
tccordingly took a guinea from his 
pocket, and filing it across the house to 
Pulteney. The latter caught it, and, 
holding it up, exclaimed: 
“It s ti ie only money I have received 
from tho Treasury for many years, audit 
shall be the last.” 
This guinea, having been carefully pre­ 
served, finally came into the hands of Sir 
John Murray, by whom it was presented 
iii 1828 to the Museum, where it now is, 
a significant lelic of the statesman whose 
theory it was that “every man has Ilia 
price.”

Cameron end Jeff Davis. 
Simon Cameron relates the following: 
“ I remember one morning during the 
exciting debates iii the Senate prior to 
to the retirement of tho Southern Sena­ 
tors that Jeff Davis, with whom I had 
been ’on the most intimate terms for a 
long time, invited mo to breakfast to 
talk over the questions at issue, and to 
ask if I would not use my intluence in 
behalf of a peaceful separation. The 
talk between us while at breakfast, which 
lasted some time, was quite animated, 
but all in good temper, but toward its 
conclusion it became very warm. 
Mr. 
Davis was then, as he is now, a man of un­ 
governable will, and, of course, took 
positive ground that the States had a 
right to secede, and would do so unless 
their demands were acceeded to. 
I de­ 
nied tliis l ight, and said that any atternpt 
on their part to leave tho Union would 
result in war. 
Both of us were stubborn 
ujHrn the diverse positions taken. 
Ile 
got quite excited, and as I was leaving 
said angrily: 
“ ‘Cameron, if there is an attempt on 
the part of the North to coerce us, and 
a war between the States results, I will 
draw a line through the country at the 
Potomac River. 
No,’ lie added immed­ 
iately, ‘I will draw the line at the Sus­ 
quehanna, and your house shall he my 
headquarters.’ I answered much in the 
same temper: ‘ You will never lie per­ 
mitted to break up the Union, and if you 
try it, war will lie the result, you will he 
soundly thrashed, and slavery in this 
country will bo doomed when the first 
gun is tired.’ History has verified the 
prediction. Davis soon after left the Sen­ 
ate, and I have never seen him since.” 


It Was Bitten Off. 
The andodotc of the inquisitive man, 
who asked another how lie lost his leg, 
md, after having promised to ask no 
further questions, was told that it was 
“bit tiff,” has been variously told, and 
often wrongly attributed. Tho incident 
is projx-rly told in See it mer, in a paper 
on Coplay, the American artist of the 
last century.

Tittooin?. 


Tattooing, or ut least tattooing an 
practiced by uncivilized men, is an art 
without a history. 
No one, as far as 
we are aware, has made it the business 
of his life to stud}’ the development of 
tattooing from its rude beginnings. 
We have not, therefore, the materials 
at hand for a really scientific discussion 
of tl»e evolution of “moko," as the New 
Zealanders call tattooing. 
As science 
becomes 
more 
thoroughly differen 
tiated. and as specialists arise in this 
branch of learning, we shall doubtless 
have 
books 
w’ritten 
on Mokology. 
This seems the most appropriate ter.M 
for the new study, because it sounds 
tautological to talk of tattoology. 
In 
the course of a few years we may be­ 
lieve that conferences of Mokologists 
will be held in the larger and mole in­ 
tellectual provincial towns. 
When Englishmen first settled in New 
Zealand they found that tho older 
women had one side of their faces tat­ 
tooed, so that from one jioint of the 
view they looked like men, while the 
other aspect of the profile revealed 
them as women. 
Now the women tat­ 
tooed only the lines of the lips and a 
scroll depending from the angles of the 
mouth. 
They also draw line blue lines 
on their arms and breasts. 
The prac­ 
tice of the New Zealanders shows us 
tattooing as no longer a torture or a 
kind of trade-mark, but merely a form 
of personal ornament. 
It is in this shape that tattooing sur­ 
vives among the savage and backward 
classes of civilized peoples, among boys, 
criminals and the lower classes of .sol­ 
diers. 
This modern tattooing has re­ 
cently been made the subject of special 
studies, both in France and Italy. 
Sol­ 
diers are often found tattooed literally 
all over their bodies. 
The men who are 
frequently under arrest lind, in tattoo­ 
ing, a help to kill time. Whole pictures 
copied from illustrated newspapers or 
the covers an* often imprinted on the 
flesh by tho use of needles and coloring 
matter. 
Mottoes art* also engraved and 
marks of trades, or religious and patri­ 
otic emblems, are very common. Places 
like Loretto and other centers of pil­ 
grimages are also centers of the art of 
tattooing. 
Sacred signs are stain ed , 
fo ra small chaige, on tho bodies of the 
pilgrims, and this practice actually pre­ 
vails in Jerusalem. 
In Paris and other 
great towns there are professional tat­ 
tooers, and the cost of a really elaborate

—An eminent physician says he cures 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred 
cases of scarlet fever by giving the pa­ 
tient warm lemonade with gum arabic 
dissolved iii it. 
A cloth wrung out in 
hot water and laid upon the stomach 
should be removed as soon as it be­ 
comes cool. 
Hr. llevillout states that 
lemon juice, used as a garble, is an 
efficacious specific against 
diphtheria 
and simple throat troubles. 
He lias suc­ 
cessfully thus employed it for eighteen 
years. 
—To purify a room, set a pitcher of 
water in the apartment, and in a few 
hours it will have absorbed all the re­ 
spired gases in the room, the air of 
which will have become purer, but the 
water utterly filthy. 
The colder the 
water is, the greater the capacity to 
contain these gases. 
At ordinary tem­ 
perature a pail of water will absorb a 
pint or carbonic acid gas and several 
pints of ammonia. 
The capacity is 
nearly doubled by reducing the water 
to the temperature of ice. 
Hence, wa­ 
ter kept in a room awhile is unfit for 
use. 
For the same reason water from 
a pump should always be pumped out 
in the morning before any of it is used. 
Impure water is more injurious than im­ 
pure air. 
—Fresh, ripe, perfect raw fruit is safe 
and healthful at all seasons of the year, 
and amid the ravages of disease, witeth­ 
er epidemic, endemic or siioradic, gen­ 
eral, special or local. 
Unuer proper re­ 
strictions as to quantity, such fruit as 
named will cure a diarrhoea, aid in re­ 
moving a cold. colic, fever, or any other 
disease whose treatment requires the 
bowels to be kept freely open; for this 
effect, fresh, ripe fruit is acknowledged 
to have; but to be used advantageously 
in health and disease, the following 
rules arc imperative: 
Fruit should be 
eaten ripe, raw, fresh and perfect; it 
should be eaten in moderation; it should 
be eaten not later than four o'clock in 
the afternoon; no water or fluid of any 
description should Ijo swallowed within 
an hour after eating fruit; to have its 
full beneficial effect, nothing else should 
be eaten at the time the fruit is taken. 
It is to the neglect of these observances 
that erroneous impressions prevail in 
many families, and loan extent, too, in 
some instances, that the most luscious 
jH*aeh, or apple, or bunch of grapes, is 
regarded as that much embodied chol­ 
era and death.

Man- 
is naturally prone to relapse into 
the barbarous customs of the past, and 
there can be no better proof of this than 
the extent to which tattooing is prac­ 
ticed in the armies and prisons of France 
and Italy. 
Indeed these tattooed civil­ 
ized men have sunk even below the 
standard of the barbarian of New Zea­ 
land. 
Civilized tattooing is mechanical 
in method, and trivial or disgusting in 
subject, while the “ m oko" of the New 
Zealanders is designed on sound princi­ 
ples of decoration. 
The recent French and Italian re­ 
searches prove that tattooing in Europe 
is chiefly confined to men. 
Boger Tich- 
borne wished to tattoo his cousin, and 
Mr. Payn tells, in the I Jo!gravia Christ­ 
mas number, a very moving tale of a 
young lady of rank who tattooed her 
arm with the name of “Tom." 
School­ 
girls should remember that, however 
devoted they may be to “ Tom" at the 
age of fourteen, at eighteen they will 
find the indelible token of this * affec­ 
tion rather inconvenient. 
But, if all 
tattooers were as expert as the IWaks, 
ladies who love blue cliina might con­ 
sent to be tattooed. 
The hands of a 
l)yak woman in Mr. Carl Bock’s “ Head 
H unted in Borneo'' have tile most 
beautiful blue ornaments, in the most 
exquisite taste. 
We have known es­ 
thetic ladies who tinged their nails with 
henna; from this to tattooing a la Dyak 
is but a short step. 
W hether young 
dandies should tattoo themselves is a 
question that may be left to the culti­ 
vated taste of long-haired lads who al­ 
ready wear bangles and bracelets, The 
first young man tattooed in Nankin 
blue will doubtless have a success, but 
imitation might prove monotonous.

women of beauty and genius—are the 
children and grandchildren of the farm­ 
er, and are spending the energies which 
their fathers' hardy, silent life accumu­ 
lated in frosty furrows.

F.tis ham is cured and sold to the con­ 
sumer at fourteen cents to sixteen cents. 
His side meat, in the form of breakfast 
bacon (a dainty dish used upon the 
most fashionable tables), is now retail­ 
ing at eighteen 
cents. 
Hogs 
are 
shipped to Chicago ami oilier markets, 
refuse aud all costing alike iii freight; 
the product worked up and shipped 
back hundreds of miles, and soul at 
round prices in the very localities w here 
the hogs were reared and fed. 
In the ease of shipping wool to a dis­ 
tance that it may go into the hands of 
expert manufacturers, there is a reason­ 
able excuse. 
Those who are prepared 
to make salable fabrics from raw* ma­ 
terial do not live at the cross-roads. 
The freight on the wool, also, as wadi as 
on the cloth, is light. 
But with the hog 
product the case is different. 
Men flu 
live at the cross-roads, and at most farms 
between, who are entirely competent to 
prevent the shipping of hogs to distant 
markets, the product to double on the 
road; two profits being made in the car­ 
rying, two more by commission men, 
one at the shipping and the other at the 
selling point, another by the packer and 
curer, and a sixth by the retailer. 
And, 
don’t be startled if we add another, viz., 
a percentage to the commission man 
who sells for the curer. 
We have practiced tile curing and sell­ 
ing of the cured product, to the extent 
o fl>0 to IOO head, at the farm, and know 
how simple and easy a task it is. 
Not 
hart! W’ork. like swinging the ax or 
maul; not driving work, like the rou­ 
tine of harvest, but light, under-shelter 
work, requiring no burr}’. 
Cut up and 
trim the hams, shoulders and side meat 
neatly, using the trimmings for sau­ 
sage or to go into the lard kettle, or 
partly for both. 
Cord up the hams, 
shoulders and sides in the cellar, on 
plank, using a liberal layer of sugar, 
salt and saltpeter on the hams—and on 
the others if you like. 
If you do not 
gafc through this chore in your leisure 
hours of one day, the meat will keep, 
and you can finish during the next, or 
the third. 
At about the end of each 
week, shake the layer off into a box or 
tub. 
Add fresh sugar, etc., to the mix­ 
ture, and rub this into the flesh side, 
again putting on 
a liberal coating, 
cording up as before. 
Four or live such 
handlings will fit the 
meat for the 
smoke-house. 
This may lie a temporary 
structure, made of 2x4 scantling and 
pine boards, covered with tho same, ami 
if twelve feet square, will do for the 
hams and bacon of thirty or forty hogs. 
A small arched furnace, built a ie iv feet 
aw’ay, beneath the surface, with brick, 
will* afford a safe and economical mode 
of distributing smoke to the meat. VY hen 
nicely brow nod, you are ready to sup­ 
ply your ow’n table, and sell fifteen-cent 
hog meat to the retailer. 
Nothing can 
be easier or more simple. 
As compared 
to it, dairying is, in any 
complicated. 
Working 
product, as stated, is beyond our reach, 
hut to permit seven profits to lie made 
off one of our leading products, this 
going, perhaps, across two or three 
States, where common, low-priced, un­ 
skilled lalior does what should be done 
ujion the farm at home, should not he* 
so generally permitted.

Milk comes nearest being a uni­ 
versal perfect food; iLs large propor­ 
tion of water gives freedom of motion 
to all the atoms which make up the 
structure; the casein supplies the mus­ 
cle and increases growth; the sugar 
aids combustion, 
keeping the body 
warm; the fat lubricates and prevents 
friction, and the lime builds up bone. 
Salt is a necessary constituent of food, 
but the quantity required is very small. 
Oilmeal is a cheap heat and fat-produc­ 
ing food, and should be better appre­ 
ciated in this country. 
One rule of 
feeding will not apply to all animals. 
The stomach of the horse is small (only 
half the relative sizg of that of a man), 
and it must lie supplied often and in 
small quantities. 
Liberal watering im­ 
mediately after cating is wasteful, as it 
washes the food along too rapidly for 
perfect digestion. 
The cow's stomach 
is capacious and complicated, and de­ 
signed for storing large quantities of 
food. 
Frequent feeding here becomes 
unnecessary, and may cause imperfect 
digestion. 
Twice a day is often enough 
to feed cattle; coarse food remains in 
the large stomach from twelve to thirty 
hours before it is remasticated. 
Never 
let any animal become cloyed by over­ 
feeding, as it is a slow and jiflicult 
trouble to cure. 
Pigs make a better 
use of their food if it is given often— 
three or four times a day. 
The diges­ 
tive power in all animals is strong, and 
coarse fodder may all be utilized if fed 
with other and richer food in due pro­ 
portion. 
Calves do best to suck the 
cow, as the saliva is then better mixed 
with the milk. 
By all means feed ani­ 
mals regularly and well, and don’t have 
too many feeders.—NI FL Tribune.

1881 does not by an}* m eans correspond 
w ith the reduction in revenue from 
tolls. 
T he tonnage carried was 5,175,- 
505, against 6,457,656 in 1880, a de­ 
crease of tw enty per cent., w hile the 
receipts from 
tolls 
w ere 
$632,580, 
against #1,155,419 in 1880, a decrease 
of over forty-five p er cent. 
T he to n ­ 
nage exceeded th at of 1878, 
but the 
revenue was less by $360,968. 
'This i" 
far from verifying the prediction th at a 
reduction of tolls and the total aboli­ 
tion of 
those on w est-bound traffic 
would result in suelr an increase of 
business that there would be no loss to 
the Stab*. 
The freight charges on m er­ 
chandise com ing East, including the 
S tate toils, w ere m aterially low er titan 
ever before, but tin* result is not visible 
in an increase of business. The charges 
on w est-bound freight w ere considera­ 
bly higher w ithout tolls than they w ere 
for the preceding y ear w ith the tolls in­ 
cluded.

m and for export.

With to-day begins the lenten season 
which will continue for forty days, or in­ 
cluding Sundays, forty-six days, to E ast­ 
er Sunday, the 9th of April. The name 
of the day a memorial of ancient man­ 
ners, and m primitive times, to roll one­ 
self in the dust, or to cover the heaJ with 
ashes, was a mark of profound grief. The 
ceremonies of Ash Wednesday in the 
Catholic church, in nearly all countries, 
are a continuation of this ancient or 
primitive 
usage. 
The 
sombre 
monotony 
of 
the 
eeremonyf 
tho silence which follows it, the confu­ 
sion of all ranks, and tho liumilation of 
all pride which attend the common re­ 
cognition of the trausieutness of human 
life, aud the fearfulness of destiny, rend­ 
er it one of the gravest aud most impres­ 
sive of all religious rites.
